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Fire rips through Bay St. home

* Wilmington firefighters extin- 
guished a house blaze on Bay 
Street Sunday afternoon, but not 
before it destroyed the home's in- 
side. No one was hurt in the fire. 

Responding to a 911 call routed 
by Wilmington Police, firefighters 
arrived at 30 Bay St. to find 
smoke pouring out of all the 
house’s openings and fire raging 
out of the lower windows, accord- 
‘ing to Lt. Ed Bradbury, who was 
in charge of the scene. 

Bradbury quickly determined 
that none of the four members of 
the Breault family were inside the 
house. By his own account, he did 
this by “asking the most distraught 
person I could find” - who in this 
case turned out to be the home- 
owner.

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission will Wednesday 
(Aug. 7) entertain two agenda 

‘items that mark the first stages of 
‘development of large parcels of 
land in the Marion Street area. 
“Plans on file at Town Hall include 
“those to relocate Marion Street 
‘and for a 10-home subdivision. 
~ Local surveyor Jeffrey Miller 
‘has filed a request for the deter- 
{snination of applicability with the 
etommission on behalf of two 
“property owners, Velma Emery 
eof Chestnut Street and Barbara 
Delaney of Marion Street Exten- 
sion. 

The request is to relocate the 
entrance to Marion Street 100 feet 
south, which would run it between 
the barn there and-a brook, within 
the 100-foot buffer zone for wet- 
lands. To work in that zone re- 
quires permission from the com- 
mission. 

Conservation Agent John Keel- 
ey said the ultimate aim of relo- 
cating the street is to accomodate a 
subdivision on an approximate 12- 
15 acre parcel of land between 
Marion and Chestnut streets. 
There is no plan on file at Town 
Hall for a subdivision on this land. 

All land in the area is currently 
zoned R-20. 

Keeley said he doubts the com- 
mission will approve the request, 
but in that case expects the appli- 
cant to come back with a notice of 
intent. With both processes, the 
commission investigates wetland 
issues, including the verification 
of wetland boundaries. 

The notice of intent process is 
far more exhaustive and involves 
a public hearing. Wednesday's 
item on the relocation is a public 
meeting - the public is welcome, 
but comments are not solicited. 

A public hearing will be held 
that same night on a notice of 
intent filed by Norse Environ- 
mental Services, Inc. of Tyngs- 
boro on behalf of Wilmington 
development firm Universe Con- 
struction. 


sure is there is no one in there,” 
Bradbury said. 

With that question positively 
settled, Bradbury organized Wil- 
mington firefighters into an attack 
line to battle the blaze. Bradbury 
said that the fire was extinguished 
in around 15 minutes. 

The “working” fire drew help 
from firefighters from Reading 
and North Reading. Engine 4 and 
Ladder | responded from Wil- 
mington, 

Though firefighters subdued the 
blaze quickly, most of the first 
floor furnishings and pretty much 
the entire inside of the house was 
destroyed, according to Bradbury, 
who said the house would likely 
have to be gutted. 

With three of the four family 
members home when the fire 
broke out, the day could obviously 
have proved tragic.

The family is crediting 16-year- 
old Samantha Breault with first 
detecting the fire. Samantha told 
her father and sister Jacqueline 
that she smelled smoke, allowing 
all three to flee the house before 
the fire engulfed it. 

Despite the heavy damage to the 
inside of the house, Bradbury said 
there was no structural damage. 
In fact, he reported, an unsuspect- 
ing person driving or walking past 
the house would probably not 
even know a fire had struck. 

Bradbury said there was “noth- 
ing suspicious” about the fire and 
that he is ruling it “accidental” 
right now. He added that acciden- 
tal fires are still usually investi- 
gated for a cause, a process he 
said is handled by Fire Chief Dan 
Stewart, who is on vacation this 
week.

sealant. 

About eight Georgians will join 
at least half a dozen Wilming- 
tonites for the project, with any- 
one else who wants to help out 
welcome. Work is tentatively 
scheduled to commence at Kids- 
place at 9:00 each morning and go 
into therafternoon. 

As a result of the work, Kids- 
place will be closed that week. 
Still, the Baptists will provide 
activities for any children that 
normally use the play area if they 
wish. 

On Wednesday night of that 
week, members of the two par- 
ishes are also inviting townspeople 
to attend a praise and celebration 
concert featuring prerecorded 
Christian contemporary music on 
the Town Common. 

If the Kidsplace project goes off 
well from both the town’s and the 
churches’ perspectives, the First 
Baptist Church of Woodstock will 
be looking to do a project a year 
with the Baptist Fellowship in 
Wilmington.

Tewksbury to 
get $175,000 
for new 
ambulance 


State Senator John O'Brien 
(D-Andover) has joined with Rep. 
James Miceli (D-Wilmington) in 
announcing that the capital bond bill 
which was given initial approval by 
the Massachusetts Legislature in- 
cludes funding for the Town of 
Tewksbury for the purchase of a 
new ambulance. 

During debate in the Senate, 
Senator O'Brien sponsored an 
amendment to the capital bond bill 
which would provide the Town of 
Tewksbury with $175,000 for the 
purchase of a new ambulance. This 
amendment was adopted by the Sen- 
ate and a similar measure, spon- 
sored by Rep. Miceli, was included 
in the capital bond bill approved by 
the House of Representatives. 

"There is a heavy demand for 
ambulance services shared between 
the Town of Tewksbury and Tewks- 
bury Hospital," remarked Sen. 
O'Brien. "These funds will go a 
long way in ensuring that Tewks- 
bury has the best possible ambu- 
lance service available and that the 
Town is able to respond to urgent 
medical concerns throughout the 
community." 

"I feel that this appropriation is 
justified," added Rep. Miceli. 
“Tewksbury Hospital is a state 
facility which houses patients from 
all over the Commonwealth. The 
taxpayers of Tewksbury should not 


be forced to pay for this ambulance, * 


so therefore I felt it appropriate to 
budget this time in a state appro- 
priation." 

The capital bond bill now goes 
before a House-Senate conference 
committee charged with resolving 
the differences between the, two 
proposals. The bond bill agreed 
upon by the conferees will be 
subject to the approval of the House 
and Senate before being submitted 
to the Governor.

Down with the 
marriage test

I knew I had to get stuck. I saw it coming. But this is an OUTRAGE! 

In order to obtain a marriage license in our fair Commonwealth, the law 
requires both parties to submit to a blood test. It's a stupid law, but we all 
have to follow the laws, don't we? Even the stupid ones. 

“His" blood is tested for the presence of Syphilis, a venereal disease that 
can be contagious. "Her" blood is tested for Syphilis too, she is also tested 
for Rubella, or German Measles, which may cause mental retardation 
during a pregnancy. Grumble, grumble, grumble ... aldght, I'll go get the 
damn blood test. Grumble, grumble, grumble. 

But guess what -- most health insurance plans don't cover the blood test! 
So, we had to pay it out of pocket! On top of all the other costs involved in 
a wedding, from the florist to the minister, we had to pay another $104.25 
for a blood test that is utterly unnecessary! What a stupid law! 

According to the Department of Public Health statistics, only 287 cases of 
Syphilis were detected in 1994, down from 440 in 1993. That's it. And the 
marriage test turned up a single-digit number of those Syphilis cases, for a 
success rate of 0,001 percent. With 40,000 to 50,000 marriages annually 
in the Commonwealth, multiplied by $100 a pop, that's about $5 million a 
year being sucked out of our pockets at the worst imaginable time -- when 
we're pinching pennies to pay for the wedding! Stupid! 

Syphilis is pretty nasty. The sores, the icky discharge ... | should think 
the average person might notice something wrong down below and have it 
checked immediately, rather than waiting to get a marriage license. 

But the cost! That $104 we paid amounts to a "wedding tax,” and this at a 
time when "family values" are stressed by politicians. Please, get married 
and form a stable "nuclear family,” but oh, by the way, first you'll need to 
fork out $104 for an unnecessary blood test. 

Michael Whelan, at the Mass. Department of Public Health's Sexually 
Transmitted Disease (STD) division, said he's been pushing for years to 
have the Syphilis test stricken from the books, but our Legislators don't 
even bother looking at the proposal. It seems they have plenty of time to 
print up commendations for everybody, for every reason, but this archaic 
and inefficient law isn't worth their consideration? Oh really? 

"This is not an effective screening tool for detecting contagious Syphilis, 
Whelan said. The "positivity" rate is infinitesmal, the cost lands squarely 
upon young couples at a terribly inconvenient time, and the only ones who 
gain are the laboratories doing the blood work. 

Whelan said Alabama has dropped its Syphilis testing requirement, but 
Massachusetts still keeps the law in place. 

As for blood tests for HIV, Whelan was not enthusiastic. People getting 
married aren't exactly prime candidates for HIV infection, he said, adding 
that three states did impose an HIV testing requirement, only to see their 
marriage rates plummet. It's not that couples weren't getting married in 
those states, he said, but they instead skipped to the neighboring state to get 
their marriage license and thus avoid paying for the HIV test. (Now I wish 
we'd gone to New Hampshire, where there is no blood test requirement.) 

And if the Massachusetts "marriage tax" wasn't bad enough, I hit the roof 
when I learned that Medicaid does pay for the pre-marital blood work. 

So, if you're receiving welfare, you won't get slapped with the "marriage 
tax" for your blood tests. The taxpayers will pick up the tab! After they 
pay for their own “marriage tax," that is. 

Mr. Miceli, would you please help strike this stupid, inefficient law?

WHO BEARS INSURANCE RISK? 


QUESTION: I am about 
to buy a home, but I have a 
question about Insurance 
coverage. What if the house 
burns down BETWEEN tak- 
ing title and recording title? 
Who should bear the loss — 
the buyer, seller or is it 
shared by both. 

ANSWER: When the issue 
of risk is not addressed in the 
contract, it is decided by state 
law. 

If you are the buyer, the 
lender will require you to bring 
a paid fire, theft and liability 
policy to the settlement. If you 
are the seller, you have a clear 
interest in the property until a 
new title has been recorded. 
Insurance should be main- 
tained until recordation and, 
preferably, until you have 
received the sales proceeds.

Ben Christopher, as much as 
any one player can, had just won a 
football game. 

With a game ball tucked under 
his left arm and a player of the 
game trophy clutched in his right 
hand, he patiently and humbly 
fielded questions from a series of 
radio broadcasters and sports 
scribes on the Cawley Stadium 
pitch. Everyone - reporters, fam- 
ily members, high school buddies, 
teammates - wanted a piece of 
Ben. Everyone, down to the 
smallest fan. 

As Christopher obliged yet 
another reporter, a young boy was 
introduced. With bashful awe of 
the kind one might expect to see 
reserved for the likes of Drew 
Bledsoe or Ben Coates, the boy 
looked up at Christopher and said 
“You're the greatest,” then a 
pause, and “you're the fastest.” 

Fastest, not quite. In fact, 
Christopher was edged (albeit by 
the narrowest of margins) in the 
pregame skills contest 40-yard 
dash by Watertown’s Tom Dicker. 
But when the smoke cleared at 
Cawley and the third Carole Clas- 
sic All-Star Football Game was 
over, it was clear and it was con- 
sensus: Ben Christopher was the 
best football player on that field. 

Forget that Christopher hardly 
carried the football, didn’t kick 
extra points, didn’t return punts 
or kick-offs, all things he did 
extremely well last year for coach 
Bob Aylward’s MVC Champion 
Tewksbury High football team. 
Ben played wide receiver. Played 
football. Pure and simple. 

With an amazing fingertip grab 
for 33 yards to his credit but his 
MVC team now down seven points 
to the Middlesex League (which 
won the first two Classics) and 
facing 95 yards of turf with 5:25 
left to get six of them back, 
Christopher lined up. 

With Billerica’s Justin Connors 
at quarterback, the MVC did drive 
those 95 yards, with Christopher 
catching three passes for 47 of 
them, including the final 15 into 
the end zone. 

The first huge catch came on a 
third-and-six from the MVC 9- 
yard line. The 7 yards on the play 


were good enough to keep the 
game alive. 

Number two came on a second- 
and-ten from the Middlesex 40. 
With a D-back ‘so close you 
thought his name might be “Bike”, 
Christopher turned and twisted 
and somehow hauled in a long 
high one on the right sideline, 
staying in bounds at the 15. 

The third came on the next 
play, on the opposite side of the 
field, a low pass Christopher 
scooped up at the 1, leaning past 
two defenders for the touchdown. 

“Coach Aylward said he was 
going to get me the ball,” Christo- 
pher chuckled. “It took him 
awhile, but he got it to me.” 

But the snap for the kick that 
would have tied the game and sent 
it into overtime sailed high - time 
for Christopher's encore. 

Now down one with 1:05 to go, 
it was on-side desperation time for 
the MVC. Desperation tempered 
by the presence of Ben Christo- 
pher on the line.

everything, a long line beginning 
with the height, weight, time in 
the 40, vertical leap, body fat 
percentage, score on the logic 
section of the 4th grade lowa 
achievement tests, you name it, of 
the players. Somewhere in there 
someone might gauge ability and 
desire to play the game of foot- 
ball. 

Ben Christopher stands 5’9” and 
is listed at 175 pounds. His 
ability, heart, and hands that re- 
semble something like Velcro on 
velvet were such that he used 
those numbers to be one of the 
best running backs and one of the 
best receivers in the state last 
year. In high school that can hap- 
pen. As the level rises, it becomes 
more difficult, largely because 
college recruiters and scouts are 
looking so closely at those off-the- 
field numbers. 

“I've battled my height my 
whole life,” Christopher said. “I 
knew I was going to come up with 
the ball if it was there.” 

Of course by now you know he 
came up with the ball, a beauti- 
fully high on-side kick from 
Chelmsford’s Pat Harrington that 
Christopher went up and stole 


from three players wearing oppo- 
sing colors, three players who 
happened to stand taller than Ben 
Christopher in only one small 
regard. 

Having. turned down a last- 
minute full scholarship offer from 
the University of Maine, Christo- 
pher will head this fall to Wor- 
cester Academy, where he will 
play football, do a lot of work in 
the gym and attend to studies. 

The year after, he hopes to be 
playing football in either the 
Yankee Conference or for a divi- 
sion 1A program. After the Car- 
ole Classic, Aylward said he hop- 
ed college recruiters had been at 
the game to see the kid Aylward 
referred to as “a big-time player” 
and “as good as I’ve had” take 
over and win the all-star game. 

If not, they'll have a year at 
Worcester to do so, where, if they 
take a hard enough look, they'll 
see that the only numbers that 
count in football are the ones on 
the scoreboard and in the win 
column. And that Ben Christo- 
pher puts them there.

Christopher reeled in his first

With Connors and teammate 
DeSanctis connecting on a 22-yard 
touchdown strike with 2:19 left in 
the half, it appeared the MVC had 
things well in hand.

The tying touchdown came on 
the ML’s second possession of the 
half, after the two team’s traded 
punts. On the ML’s first posses- 
sion, Minior forced the kick when 
he read a screen perfectly and 
buried Eric Wilson of Reading 6 
yards behind the line of scrim- 
mage. 

The game remained tied half- 
way into the final quarter when 
Lockhart scored from 5 yards out 
to cap a 13-play 64-yard drive 
that with the kick made it 24-17. 
Then Christopher and Connors 
took over, starting at their 5-yard 
line with 5:25 to play. 

On third-and-six from the 9, 
Connors hit Christopher for seven 
yards and a big first down. On 
second-and-ten from the Middle- 
sex 40, Christopher hauled in a 
spectacular reception deep down 
the right sideline, turning around 
and making the grab under heavy 
guard at the 15. On the next play, 
Christopher curled left across the 
field, catching a low, perfectly 
placed Connors pass at the 1, and 
leaning in past two defenders for 
the score with 1:05 to go. 

But Ben wasn’t done yet. 

With a potential overtime peri- 
od agreed to by both coaches be- 
fore the game, Aylward elected to 
kick to tie the game. The snap 
sailed over Harrington's head, 
however, and it quickly became 
on-sides kick time. 

Harrington slammed the on- 
sider, which took a high bounce. 
Christopher went up against three 
ML players and got it at the ML 
45. FroMthere, Connors hit 
Mercer over the middle for 14 big 
yards that set up a run by Methu- 
en’s Scott Bell to the 7. A face- 
mask penalty brought the ball to 
the 4-yard line, from where Con- 
nors ran it in with no time show- 
ing on the clock. 

“I wanted to end it somehow 
like this,” Christopher said after. 
“We wanted to win for the first 
time in three years.”

Fishing in the morning ... ah, how great

I'm a hoot owl by nature, able to 
watch midnight click past without 
so much as a yawn. Many is the 
time I've drifted off to sleep while 
the birds greet the eastern glow. 

There are things that will get me 
out of bed early, however. Deer 
hunting and ice fishing top the list, 
but fishing in the morning mist is 
right up there. 

On a recent vacation I caught the 
perfect dawn, on the pond. The sun 
lay on the horizon by the time I got 
the boat wet, but there was still time 
to enjoy the cool and the calm. 

Dawn on the lake is a magic time. 
The warm water meets the cool air 
to produce a mist, which swirls and 
drifts but never quite conceals. Not 
a dense fog, but a thin, swirling 
vapor that hides details on shore, 
while leaving a clear sky above. 

I found myself struggling to keep 
the silence intact as I unloaded the 
boat, watching out for falling oars 
and unnecessary thumps to the hull. 
The dawn demands quiet, and I try 
to comply. I'd rather stay quiet in 
the morning. 

The treetops caught fire along the 
western shore as I drifted through 
the mist, heading for my favorite 
comer of the pond. The ducks and 
geese were scattering to the distant 
shores, leaving their sleeping spots 
in the center of the pond. 

At night, a faint breeze blows in 
from every shoreline, and always 
toward the middle of the pond. The 
ducks gather in the calm center of 
the pond to sleep, safe from any 
predators and confident that the 
breeze will keep them in place. It's 
always odd to encounter a "raft" of 
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ducks in the center of the pond at 
midnight, but that's where they'll 
be, sleeping with one eye open. 

There were no dragonflies at first 
but then they began to appear, one 
by one, as the sun warmed up their 
hiding places. The insects cling to 
reeds and stalks as darkness falls, 
there to await the sun's return. As 
the dawn sun warms them again, 
they return to their aerial patrols. 

But the best part of fishing in the 
morning is the fishing itself. 

The mist hides the details, but the 
sound.of splashes and plunks drifts 
through.

In any case, bass 
will slam the daylights out of plugs 
in those hours before full daylight 
returns.

Lures 
that rarely draw a response during 
the day bring immediate results in 
the mist. And big bass are hitting 
the plugs, too, not just the yearlings 
that seem to best enjoy the topwater 
challenge. 

Nothing lasts forever, and neither 
does the dawn. The cool air slowly 
warms, hinting at another hot day. 
A deep grumble from the far shore 
warns that somebody has fired up 
his power boat,though I'm at a loss 
to understand why. Minutes later 
the guy is flying by at full throttle, 
all by himself, crushing the silence 
as he makes big circles around the 
pond. Why? 

It doesn't matter. The roar of his 
boat announces that dawn has ended 
and the day has begun. The pond 
now belongs to power boats hauling 
water skiiers, and mothers bringing 
their kids to the beach, and pontoon 
boats full of senior citizens. Hustle 
and bustle, roars and screams and a 
loud stereo blaring away. Soon the 
fish are headed for the safety of the 
deep, there to hide until the sun is 
again low on the horizon. One last 
cast with a rubber worm, to catch 
one deep perhaps, but why bother? 

It's time for me to go. Dawn has 
ended, but I've had my fun in the 
mist.

The Selectmen 
speak 


“The Selectmen have turned 
out the lights on the plan to illu- 
minate the Middle School foot- 
ball field,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” 

“A group of Perry Ave. area 
residents were successful in con- 
vincing the Selectmen existing 
problems in the neighborhood 
would be exacerbated by events 
played at night. The Selectmen 
felt lights were not a necessity 
for a town such as Lynnfield 
which hosts four or five home 
football games a year. ‘To hold 
other sports events at night to 
justify their existence is like 
buying two ambulances and 
telling people to get sick to use 
them,’ Selectman David 
Drislane commented. 

“The Recreation Commission 
told the neighbors at a public 
hearing last month the lighting 
plan would proceed and the 
town solicited bids for the light- 
ing. 
“The residents’ complaints 
included parking and traffic 
problems, youths trespassing 
through their properties and 
jumping the fence to the school, 
vandalism, litter, and public uri- 
nation. The residents also are 
concerned with excessive noise 
from the existing public address 
system which ‘vibrates through 
the neighborhood’ during the 
day games and light pollution 
from the lights which would be 
erected on 70 foot high poles...” 


It’s unanimous 

“It was an offer Town 
Meeting could not refuse,” notes 
the Winchester edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“By unanimous vote ... Town 
Meeting decided to purchase 
some 45 acres of undeveloped 
land in Winchester known as 
Winning arm for $1.2 million.

. and the various selections that 


go with them, can be on display 
in one place. 

Busa commented on the 
importance of his controlled 
atmosphere which he claims 
will keep a cigar fresh for at 
least 100 years. He said that he 
has built in boxes that cus- 
tomers can rent for $10-per- 
month to store their more 
expensive purchases. 

The smoking room and the 
boxes were ideas that Busa got 
from other places. Many of the 
Boston restaurants that promote 
Smoking Dinners provide the 
boxes for their regular cus- 
tomers. The room itself was an 
idea taken from famed Boston 
tobacconist Ehrlich’s store 
which has had one for many 
years. 

In the Cigar Aficionado’s 
Pocket Guide Shanken writes, 
“Smoking a cigar is about relax- 
ation. It’s about finding the time 
to leave behind the modern 
world’s hectic pace. It’s about 
turning inward for a reflective 
pause. It’s about stepping back 
from the worries of the day in 
quiet contemplation. It’s about 
enjoying one of life’s truly great 
pleasures. Sharing a cigar with 
a friend becomes a stimulus for 
civilized conversation, a 
common ground where shared 
experience builds a bond.”

A Time To Kill starring 
Sandra Bullock, Samuel. L.

This may be a condensed, 
cleaned-up slightly flawed ver- 
sion of John Grisham's novel, 
but it’s a first rate film. 

The telling has been slightly 
diluted, as not all of Grisham’s 
colorful characters made it to 
the screen, and those who did 
have been somewhat Holly- 
woodized. Still, the acting, direc- 
tion and script are intriguing 
enough to immediately draw you 
in, and each remains intelligent 
enough to keep you engrossed. 

The film's opening was bril- 
liantly, brutally shot by director 
Joel Schumacher, who presents 


a horrifying rape without ever 
showing it. Two greasy, white- 
skinned red-necks abduct a 10- 
year-old black girl, tie her up, 
beat her, violate her and leave 
her for dead. Her father, 
(Samuel L. Jackson) savagely 
blows the two rapists away, his 
shotgun loaded with vengeance. 
During his bloody retribution, 
the audience hears only the 
sounds of a hymn accentuated 
by gunfire. The heartsick father, 
played by Jackson with in-your- 
face savviness, is quickly put to 
trial, as are the racial standards 
of the New South 

Relative newcomer Matthew 
McConaughey landed a breakout 
role as the inexperienced, ener- 
getically idealistic defense 
lawyer. Looking like a young 
Paul Newman, the charismatic 
McConaughey easily convinces 


us of his good intentions and 
human foibles. One of those 
foibles arrives in the shape of a 
sexy, smart law student who 
insists on helping understaffed 
McConaughey with the case.

faithfully married lawyer to fur- 
ther muddle his already messy 
life. 

Just as Bullock’s eager law 
student is drawn to the case, so 
are gladhanders from the 
NAACP, murderous bigots from 
the KKK, and a news hungry 
media sniffing blood in the air. 
The case is exploited by all, 
even the minister at Jackson's 
poor little church, and it 
changes everyone involved.
